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Continuation of 10. Other: Applicant's arguments regarding the 103 rejections have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Examiner's rejection using the combination of Riyuuou in view of Suzuki is in error and unsupported. Applicant's 
contention is that Suzuki does not teach the required virtual telescope as required in the instant invention. 

Applicant asserts that the virtual telescope encompasses a variety of dilerent viewing instruments that brings players spaced apart around 
the racing game unit that brings a sense of realism with respect to the race. As such, Applicant's language and arguments do not preclude 
Suzuki's disclosure of providing a viewing instrument to display the race for people that are to far to view the miniature characters. 
Suzuki's terminals can serve to display a variety of the game images (3:25-39), which would meet the requirements of a virtual telescope 
as defined by Applicant. The preivious rejection is maintained. 
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
